SYRIA RESTIVE

Jerusalem, Yesterday. . 

The Syrian reaction to“ the 
Franco-Turkish Agreement on 
tho Sanjak question is reflected 
in declarations from Domascus 
that’ Syrio will refuse to recog- 
nize separation of Sanjak from 
Syria.

FRENCH PACT 
WITH TURKISH 
MILITARY 


Paris, To-day. 

Regarding the details of the 
general staff agreement on the 
Sanjak, concluded at Antioch be- 
tween France and Turkey, it was 
learned in D’Orsay circles that the 
French and Turkish forces in the 
Sanjak will consist of 2,500 men 
each, . 

In addition there will be a 
local police force of 1,000 men. 
According to an additional pro- 
tocol, Turkish troops will be sta- 
tioned in that part of the San- 
jak where the Turkish popula- 
tion is numerically strongest. 

Responsibility for the main- 
tenance of order will, as previ- 
ously, rest with the French au- 
thoritics. : 

Turkish troops commanded by 
a Colonel, retain however, their 
independence and liaison officials 
will maintain contact between 
the Turks and ‘the French. 

According to o statute drafted 
by the League of Nations provid- 
ing for the demilitarisation of the 
Sanjak, French and Turkbah 
troops will be withdrawn from 
tho Sanjak proportionally, with the 
exception of 1,000 men of the local 
police, a8 soon as the administra- 
tlon and the Parlinment of Sanjaok 
will have begun functioning nor- 
mally. : 


NEW TREATIES

In the technique of three- 
dimensional “total: war’ the’ ag- 
gressor gegarda all territory un- 
der attack, all its means of pro- 
duction, all its inhabitants, all its 
establishments, as Icgitimate prey. 
Actual military operations ngainst 
armed defenders of an invaded 
territory are only one front in a 
modern war of conquest, Fully as 
important are the offensives con- 
ducted against the economic, poli- 
tical, social, and cultural ‘life of 
the civilian population. The 
strategy of “total aggression” has 
for ita ultimate objectives not 
simply the technicat extermina- 
tion of armed enemy forces, but 
the complete extirpation of all 
forms of competitive enemy life 
in the invaded torritory. 

New 
Conception 

It is this new conception of war 
which alone explains the bar- 
barities of Juptincso operations 
which are now revolting the earth: 
Japancse militarists know very 
well that they are not fighting 
merely the uniformed soldiers of 
China, but the entire Chincse 
people, It ts thus “ust as naive 
and incorrect to assume that the 


of discipline’ as it-is to suggest 
that the unrostricted bombings of 
cittes far bohind the actual. war 
front, the extensive slaughter of 
non-combatant women and chil- 
dren, aro duo only to “inaccurate 
marksmanship” on the part of Ja- 
pancec flyers. 5 

Both, on the contrary, represent 
tactical policies .of an army 
specially trained as. “totalitarian 
fighters.” . Both are ‘considered 
necessary acta in the strategy of 
total aggression. - Only-whon that 
key fact is fully understood: docs 
the logic uf the rape and sack of 
Nanking, etc., and: the murderous 
bombing of, Canton and other 
eltics, become comprehensible. 

Now it should be quite obvious 
that the theory of ‘total aggrcs- 
sion” has as its antagonism “tatal 
defence” or “total resistance.” An 
indiscriminate military attack on an 
entire people can only bo repulsed 
if that entire people is mobilised 
to resist it, Just as a nation’s 
army can be destroyed unless it 
js properly trained, organised, 
and oyuipped, and its bases of 
operations kept intact, so its 
economic, political, social and 
cultural vitality can also be ex- 
tinguished unless.there is exten- 
sive advance preporation for re- 
sistance, °

Total war means organic war;

“plo ultimatoly; must bo organiocd, 
‘trained, and armed—to protect 
their own lives, tho lives of their 
families, their property, thoir 
means of production, their politi- 
cal sovercignty, their cultural 
heritage, the vory basis of tho so- 
elety which has given them birth. 
Since the Chiness peopte as an or- 
ganic whole—not. just a few:mil- 
Hons in tho army—is under at- 
tack, the whole Chinese people 
must be organised on a military 
basis to defend iteclf. F 

The Chinese “Government, evi- 
dently expecting only o limited 
war with Japan, was caught un- 
prepared for the full and terrible 
implications of. total oggresston. 
China’s defence, therefore, has 
been a “timited resistance” in 
which, until recently, the people 
as a whole was not mobilised for 
organic war. There aro at last, 
however, signs that comprehen- 
silvo measures are. now being 
adopted, 

What is the nature of thease 
necessary measures? In “limited 
defence” the emphasis is on the 
preservation of territorial and 
political integrity. In “total de- 
fenco” the added ‘emphasis must 
bo on the | preservation -of the 
meano of production—which In- 
clude capital, capital goods, : (ma- 
chincry, cte,), labour power, and 
human life. Measures must also be 
devised for the preservation of the 
raw materials of production—na- 
tural resources, products of the 


fixed capital establishments such 
as thoso Hated above must ho 
armed and. organisod. Aftor as- 
sisting in the romoval of. all port- 
able plant» they should help in 
rendering such establishmenta 
uscloos to the invadors, Tholx sub- 
sequent aay ag be to act as 
guerrilla forces to prevent re- 
habilitation of such capital goods 
into’ effective onemy economic 
bases, In- the caso of Chinese 
mings, espectally,: the + workera 
gan, If properly organised, com- 
plotely frustrate all Japanese at- 
tempts at exploitation. :

Tactics 

Thirdly, the. preservation of 
human life. Just aa In the pro- 
tractions of total resistance it Ia 
necessary to evacuate and de-con- 
centrute machinery and other 
forms of capital goods (the 
“rurelising" of such plant in con- 
trast with tho preacnt “urbaniz- 
ing” or concentration of it), so 
also the de-concentration of the 
urban ‘population, and its re-dis- 
tribution in the rural orcas, is im- 
perative. Like the removal of capl- 


‘tal goods, this human migration 


from the cities and: rallways— 
areas primarily menaced—must 
take place in advance of enemy 
invasion,.. and must be Govern- 
ment-led and Government-organis- 
ed. 

“The population of all great 
ities, and of all important towns 
along railways, must be reduced 
to abare minimum, consisting 
only of the fighting forces, aad

yoods. Finally, evory positive mca- 
sure must be taken to prevent the 
enemy from using elther the 
means of production or the raw 
materinis of production in arcas 
which he may occupy, and to 
frustrate his attempts to build 
self-sustaining bases on Chinese 
‘soil, . : 

‘Thus it is obvious that in’ all 
territory menaced by conquest the 
following steps must shortly bo 
taken by the Chinese command, 
‘if China is to survive: 

First, to preserve the means of 
production. Any remaining enemy 
plant or property in China must be

Flight a 
Of Capital 


The flight of Chinese capital 
from tho interior to the treaty 
ports and abroad must cease. All 
transportable capital goods must 
bo shifted-from areas likely to bo 
occupied into “safo” zones de- 
signated by the, Government, 
whero industries otc. can bo re- 
established in rolativoly secure 
districts either. behind tho main 
Chincae lines, or in areas held by 
guerillas ond irregilars. Such 
plant must bo mado mpbile and 
capable of further changes in. 
locale when nocessary. 

In fixed capital catabliahments, 
such as mines of all kinds, 
'bridges, harbours, docks, power 
plants, railways, communications 
of..all-kinds, utilities, etc., which 
can bo converted. into onsmy 
bases, everything removable must 
be dismantled and shipped to 
pafo zones.

To keep 
them armed thougands of small- 
arms arsenals.should be built in 
the towns and villages, using for 
this purpose the machinery dis- 
mantled and transported: from the 
cities, and using for raw materials 
Chino’s. own resources and 
wherover possible the scrap iron 
of tho cities which otherwise will 
be utilised by Japan. . ie 
- Fourthly, members of peasant 
families living in arcas directly 
adjacent to zones of cities, rail- 
ways, roads, ond-river systems 
likely to bo occupied by enemy 
forces must bo tightly organised 
in ‘self-defence units. Thoy must 
bo given political and military 
training, armed, and in every way 
prepared in advance for. tho in- 
yadors. It would bo highly desir- 
able complately, ta dopopulate such 
arens, in order to prevent encmy 
oxploitation of them as, sources of 
food supply, Wherever it is pos- 
alblo for tho Government to . find 
new farmland or other occupa- 
tlons ‘for such farmers - they 
should bo withdrawn before tho 
enemy invasion.

Fifthly, the preservation of 
Chinexo military,. political, ccono- 
mie and cultural bases In enemy 
territory. This docs not refer to 
guoriiin areas on the Japancac 
finnks, whore administration is 
actually Chinese, but to Japanesc 
gorrison zones qn the raflways 
and in the clitlea. It Ia not to be 
expected that tho whole Chinesc _ 
population can ‘be shifted to 
gueriila areas ar the still un- 
Chinese-ruled _ torri- 
tory behind the main’ Chincse 
forces, But jt is to be observed 
that the economic basis of urban 
life in the occupled-arcas can be 
suffictontly crippled to make Ja- 
pancse control of the. citics a 
heavy cconomic Habllity -rather 
than an asset. In every city 
threatened with occupation anti- 
enemy organisation among the 
urban population must be mado 
strong cnough to continue various 
forms of resistance long after Ja- 
panese occupation. 

Tho dovelopment of anti-traftor 
sccret organisations should be ex- 
tremely widespread, The develop- 
ment of passive resistance through 
the boycott of enemy gocds, and 
by other weapons, must be uscd to: 
a far greater extent than hereto- 
fore. Total aggression docs not 
distinguish between front and 
rear, and regards all Chinese. a8 
combatants or potential com- 
batante. Total resistance requires 
that all Chinese be given the wea- 
pons of combatants. In occupied 
territory, compact organisations 
should be maintained to carry on 
auxiliary taska of war, such a8 
espionage, anti-traitor activity, 
sabotage, demolition, otc. 

Sixthly, it will become possiblo 
fully to mobilise: the.Chineso peo- 
ple for cffective defence only 
when their organised fighting 
power is given political ropre- 
sentation in Government. Every 

Chinese who bears arms, regard- 
less of his rank or origin, should 
be politically enfranchised, Every 
citizen ‘engaged in:any. kind of 
production or organised war work 
‘must bo given his share of politi- 
eul power through'the right of 
direct vote in the xsclection of at 

‘lenat his local political leaders. 
Against the mighty phalanxyoft 
Japaneso Fascist organisation 
China's only potentially superjor 
sweapon js the revolutionary 
power of democratic political or- 
ganigation, : 
It has to be reiterated that 
China, o numerically superior but 
technically for inforlor, antagon- 
iat, can only, achiéve maximum de- 
fenco when the fullest military: 
uso is made of ita numbers. Tens 
_of milllona must be trained and 
armed. Ideally, evory able-bodied 
Chinese should be a trained sol- 
dier, Unutilised. in her defence 
strategy, Chind’s numbers and 
spaco remain handicaps and dead 
welghts’ hampering rather than 
assisting national resistance, Only 
by the fullest exploitation of 
numbers and space can China 
hope to win a cumulative military 
victory over Japan, And only by 
military victory can China hope 
finally to puncture Japan’a dream 
‘of conquest: “Economic collapse” 
or revolution in Japan, which 
many people scem’ to think can 
bring about some kind of “auto- 
matic Japanese dofcat,” aro events 
which on the cobtrary can occur 
in a decisive manner only. if and 
ofter China wins.o series of mili- 
tary victories over the Japancse 
‘troops in China, 


Political 
Representation 


The measures described above 
aro minimum necessities of “total 
resistance.” They outline a plan 
which should havo become opora- 
tive a year ago, promptly at the 
outbreak of .war.. Thoro is atill 
time for their-offective onforce- 
ment to-day. But not much time. 
And it may bo sald categorically 
that only on the assumption that 
such measures are to bo enforced 
in the immediate future fs it pos- 
sible to. envisage Jopancec defeat 
in a protracted war. 

‘It may be added that’ thoso 
measures aldo -sorve to suggest 
tho probable effecta of tho next 
International war in Europe. 
Cities thero will also have to be 
evacuated, ‘Moat: of them will be 
ruined, European powers will not 
send against cach other only a

BRITAIN AND 
ANGLO-GERMAN 
AGREEMENT 


London, Yesterday. 

The new Anglo-German 
Trade’ and Clearing Agreement 
is favourably commented upon 
by practically the entire British 
preas with emphasis being plac- 
ed upon the fact that the accord 
paved the way to normal fin- 
ancial relations. . 

It is also pointed out that the 
Reich upheld ita legal viewpoint 
ug regards to Austrian Govern- 
ment Loans and that the British 
Government consented to ao direct 
ngreement between the two coun- 
tries, rather than accord in con- 
junction with the general Interna- 
tional Regulation. 

The “News Chronicle”  inter- 
prets this latter fact ax a new 
blow to collective, security but 
admits that British financtal 
circles will rejoice over the agree- 
ment which guarantees their 
loans although the interest rates 
are reduced in some casca. 

The agreement, while not entire- 
ly satisfactory, is according to the 
paper, decidedly preferable to the 
complete collapse of + commercial 
and financial relations between 
the countries and the ensuing 
economic war. 

DIRECT APPROACH 

Tho “Dail Mail” culogizes the 
agreement as the success of a 
policy of direct negotiation, ad- 
voeated by Mr. Chamberlain and 
declares that it will not only 
bolster Germany’s credit abroad, 
but will constitute an important 
step in the direction of improved 
International relations in general. 

Tho “Times,” .in ‘a leading 
article, declares that “understand- 
ing and willingness to negotiate 
have not only overcome the dif- 
fleulties which might have led to 
regrettable measures of compul- 
sion, but have evolved from these 
difficulties the possibility for a 
furthering of mutual exchange of 
goods."-—Trans-Occan.
